Those who 
know Roosevelt well are of the 
opinion that the President himself 
holds a sincere conviction against 


But. pressure will come from all 
sides. It has begun already. Dem- 
ocratic leaders boarding the train 
talk about the inevitability of a 
third term for the President; it is 
the only way the party can win a 
victory in 1940; no one else is of 
comparable stature. These are the 
arguments the President will hear 
during the next two years. Far 
more persuasive will be the argu- 
ment that he is essential to a con- 
tinuance of the New Deal, the 
whole fabric of reform that has 
come into existence during the last 
six years. 

Appoints Gov. Allred to Judgeship. 


Yesterday from the back platform 
of his car at Wichita Falls, the 
President passed out a United 
States District judgeship to Gov. 
James V. Allred. Political observers 
in Texas have been predicting that 
Allred would run against Senator 
Tom Connally, whose term expires 
in 1940, with a strong chance to 
defeat him. The President’s action 
yesterday takes Allred out of the 
political picture and would seem to 
go a long way toward assuring 
Connally’s re-election. 

But if the President were in 
earnest when he asserted in his last 
fireside speech the right to dis- 
tinguish between liberal and con- 
servative Democrats, there is no 
reason in the world to help Tom 
Connally. In the fight over the 
Supreme Court, Connally worked 
hard to defeat the President and 
since then he has on several oc- 
casions sided with the conserva- 
tive Democrats in the Senate. At 
the back platform stop at Childress, 
not long after Wichita Falls, the 
President gave Connally a mild pat 
on the head by referring to him 
as “My old friend.” 


This may prove eventually to 
have been the beginning of the 1940 
campaign, a test of Roosevelt’s pop- 
ularity, serving also to link to- 


various diverse elements that make 
up the Democratic party. Certainly 
the candidates who have been aid- 
ed by this cross-country junket will 
have reason to be forever grateful 
to the President. 

It is a rare privilege to be able 
to make a primary campaign from 
the back platform of a presidential 
special and some of the boys are 
working the privilege a little too 
hard. Yesterday, Representative 
W. D. McFarlane took advantage 
of the loud speaker system on the 
platform to announce to a large 
crowd his future speaking engage- 
ments in his district. 

The country through which the 
President has been traveling is 
green with exceptional rains. 
Large crowds have come out at 
every stop to cheer the President. 
And they appear to be well dressed 
and prosperous.

Director George P. Vierheller of 
the St. Louis Zoo went to New 
York yesterday to inspect two Afri- 
can rhinoceroses which he had or- 
dered more than a year ago from 
a professional wild animal dealer 
and which will, in all probability, 
be brought to the zoo within a few 
days. 

Vierheller had ordered a male 
and a female, but the dealer 
brought two females to New York. 
The chances are they will be 
brought here, however, since a spe- 
cial paddock for them was in- 
cluded in the new barless pits 
which were constructed last year. 

The Zoo has one Indian rhin- 
oceros, Harry, which is one of the 
outstanding specimens of the col- 
lection. African rhinoceroses are 
smaller than the Indian variety 
and have two horns, instead of 
one. 

A midsummer lassitude has fall- 
en over the Zoo and the only ac- 
tivity yesterday was a _ five-fold 
christening ceremony in which the 
four new black bear cubs and the 
echidna, or spiny anteater from 
Australia, all received names. 

R. Marlin Perkins, the Zoo’s 
herpetologist, photographer, and 
name-giver, was, as usual, in charge 
of the christening ceremony. With 
a twinkle in his eye, he said: “We 
shouldn’t have any trouble getting 
a name for the echidna, it lives 
entirely on a liquid diet.” 


With no more ceremony he went 
over to the echidna’s cage and said: 
“I name thee Bob.” He explained 
that, although the name might 
sound a bit prosaic for such a 
strange creature as the echidna, he 
had bestowed it because he once 
had a friend by that name who 
tried to live just like like the 
echidna.

On the 
contrary, it is fair assurance. that 
you will be reasonably paid for your 
loyalty and conscientious service, so 
far as money can do it, and within 
the reasonable limits of the ability 
of the estate of the deceased to 

In the letter to the undertakers, 
Atkinson says: 1 

“It is largely within the discretion 
of the executor as to the amount he 
will expend, or if funeral arrange- 
ments are made by the family, as to 
the amount of the indebtedness the 
executor will permit to go unchal- 
lenged. I do not think the Judge 
is called on to interfere without 
evidence of the abuse of this discre- 
tion. The executor or administra- 
tor is a sworn officer, usually under 
bond, or an intimate friend of the 
family, and he should be accorded 
the same presumption of innocence 
and honesty that is conceded to 
other officers of the court.” 

In explaining his reason for send- 
ing out the letters, Atkinson said he 
wished to indicate to the physicians 
and undertakers that his policy 
would differ from that which, in his 
understanding, Judge Arnold had 
followed. 

“From what I hear,” he said, 
“claims of this character against 
estates have not always re- 
ceived proper consideration, Of 
course, a Judge will some- 
times feel it his duty to reduce a 
claim, but in doing so, I do not 
believe he should make general 
statements reflecting on a whole 
class of those rendering such serv- 
ices. If such claimants must go 
into court expecting to have their 
bills docked, the best service will 
not be encouraged.” 

Judge Arnold said he had no 
comment to make on Atkinson's 
statements.

for the NLR B, nn that 
the company: 

“Cease and desist from the un- 
fair labor practices referred to 
above. 

“Upon request, bargain collec- 
tively in good faith with the De- 
catur Newspaper Guild as the en- 
clusive representative of its edi- 
torial employes. ... 

“Offer immediate reinstatement 
to Charles M. Swart and H. C. 
Lewis, without prejudice or con- 
dition of employment, with full 
rights previously enjoyed.”

If you believe that a baseball 
club, to go anywhere, must have 
strength “down the middle,” it’s 
easy to understand why the 
Cardinals have bogged down and 
are likely to stay down, pending 
badly needed répairs. 


All Cardinal clubs that have 
won pennants have had that 
“down the middle” strength. In 
1926 there was Bob O Farrell be- 
hind the plate, Rogers Hornsby 
and Tommy Thevenow as the sec- 
ond base combination, and pd 
lor Douthit the center fiel 

Jimmy Wilson had f 
O Farrell in 1928, but ore 
still great strength t the 
middle of the field. Frankie 
Frisch had taken over the second 
basing duties and Rabbit Maran- 
ville was the shortstop. 


Enter Charley Gelbert, 


Two years later thé Cardinals 
won again. Gus Mancuso was 
helping Wilson with the catching, 
Charley Gelbert had replaced 
Maranville as the shortstop and 
Douthit was still playing a bril- 
liant center field. 

Gelbert was even a better short- 
stop, pairing with Frisch in 1931.

Tou don't have to be clairvoyant 
to see that the Cardinals need 
help behind the plate. And so, 
right down through the middle, 
where a club has to be strong to 
go anywhere, the Cardinals have to 
be rebuilt. Is it any wonder the 
Gas House Gang of 1938 has 
bogged down? 

Improve the club down through 
the middle and the pitching won’t 
be so bad. Macon, McGee and 
Lanier, with a full year of major 
league experience behind them, 
should show improvement. 

How about it, Mr. Rickey? Can 
you come up with a catcher, a 
shortstop, a second baseman and 
a center fielder?

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MOSLEM HOLY MAN 
KILLED IN JERUSALEM 


Shot Down When on Way to 
Mosque——Britain Sends More 
Soldiers to Palestine. 


By the Associated Press, 
JERUSALEM, July 12.—Sheik Ali 


Hatib, high Moslem holy man, was | 


shot and killed today as he was on 
the way to Alags Mosque. He was 
shot down in the Muristan quarter. 

A passing Arab woman was 


wounded by a stray bullet. The as- 
sassins escaped. 

Since violence broke out July 5, 
47 Arabs and 24 Jews have been 
killed 146 Arabs and 85 Jews 
wounded, five British soldiers 
wounded and 15 roving. raiders 
killed and scores injured. 

In Nazareth, Safad, Acre and 
Tulkarm a 22-hour curfew served to 
quiet disorders. 

A bomb exploded near the new 
general postoffice in Jerusalem and 
seriously injured two Jews. 

Outbreaks of arson at Haifa 
spread to the British Imperial 
Chemical Industries building, where 
a fire raged. 

Another bomb, the third to be 
exploded in the same business sec- 
tion of Haifa since July 6, caused 
steel-helmeted marines and police 
to be rushed to the scene to pre- 
vent street fighting. No one was 
hurt by the explosion. 

Two Arabs, sentenced by a mili- 
tary court, were hanged at Acre 
prison. 

Violence continued in many sec 
tions of the northern district of 
Palestine and bombings and shoot- 
ings kept the country in uproar. 

Britain rushed 1000 more soldiers 
into the country, a battalion of the 
Essex regiment, sent from Egypt. 

Several Jewish factory workers 
were wounded by bombs in the 
eastern part of Haifa as they were 
returning from work last night. 

Sniping, stonings and isolated 
skirmishes also were reported. 

All Arab shops in Haifa were 
closed. 

Marines and police fired into the 
air to disperse crowds and on one 
occasion charged a group of Arabs 
stoning police in the eastern quar- 
ter of this city. 

Fire brigades extinguished sev- 
eral fires in the Arab market area. 


British M. P. Says German-Made 

Pistols Were Found in Palestine. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 12.— Malcolm J. 
MacDonald, Secretary for Colonies, 
told the House of Commons today 
that he had “no evidence” that 
Nazi or Fascist dictators were stir- 
ring up trouble in Palestine. 

An opposition questioner, John 
McGovern, Independent Labor, 
cited reports that “a large number 
of revolvers and wire-cutting im- 
plements have been found in Pal- 
estine with German markings.” 

He then asked how much of the 
current violence “is traceable to the 
activities of Mussolini and Hitler.” 

MacDonald said he had “no infor- 
mation about a discovery of Ger- 
man-made arms. He said the First 
Squadron of the Eleventh Hussars 
armored car regiment from Egypt 
would arrive in Palestine tomor- 
row.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 12 
Convictions of 23 persons for vio- 
lations of State game and fish 


laws and re tions have been re- 
ported to the State Conservation 
Commission by its field enforce- 
ment ts for the last week, with 
penalties ratiging from $1 to $13 and 
costs, 


The conviction record for the pe- 
riod, including arrests made by 
field conservation agents during 
the July 3 to 4 double holiday pe- 
riod, is not complete, as several 
cases are pending for trial and final 
reports of their disposition have 
not been transmitted.to the com- 
mission. 

A steady increase in the number 
of arrests and convictions for game 
and fish law violations is expected 
since the recent reorganization of 
the force of field agents, 

The commission recently appoint- 
ed 39 field agents, 26 of them new 
men and 13 retained from the force 
of the former State Game and Fish 
Department. The appointments 
were for a probation period of six 
months. The appointees were se- 
ected from an eligible list of 54 
men who had the high rankings 
among approximately 700 appli- 
cantg who took examinations for 
the posts. 

The new field force went into ac- 
tion over the double holiday It is 
under instructions to press the en- 
forcement of the game and fish 
regulations, as well as to carry on 
an éducational drive for co-opera- 
tion in conservation activities, 

Limits on Kinds of Fish. 
Irwin T. Bode, director for the 
cémmission, pointed out today the 
meaning of the creel limit law, 
which has been a source of trouble 
ter field agents in running down 
so-called sportsmen who disrcgard 
the legal limits. 5 
The law fixes the creel limit at 
not more than 25 game fish in one 
day. The fisherman, in taking this 
legal limit, is authorized to take not 
more than 10 bass, trout or chan- 
nel cat (charinel cat are not now in 
season), or not more than 15 crap- 
pie or white perch, or more than 
five jack salmon, or more than 20 
goggie-eye. Within these limita- 
tions, by classifications, the in- 
dividual may not take more than 
2 fish in one day. 

Many fishermen have taken the 
é@rroneous view that if several per- 
ons are in the fishing navty, one 
may catch more than the legal 
limit and pro rate the excess 
among others in the party who did 
not catch the limit. This is a vio- 
lation of the law and subject to 
prosecution.

Naming of Van Nuys, estranged 
until last week from the party’s 
Siate organization headed by Gov. 
M. Clifford Townsend, was only a 
formality. 

Clearing of the way for Van Nuys’ 
renomination was begun a week ago 
last night when Gov. Townsend in- 
yited him to become a candidate 
before the convention. The Senator 
accepted. Then all obstacles in 
van Nuys’ path were removed by 
the withdrawal of other candidates. 

Last year Gov. Townsend had de- 
clared Indiana Democrats would 
not support for re-election “those 
public servants who have not been 
loyal to the President.” 

McNutt for President. 

‘Paul V. McNutt, whose White 
House ambitions were a factor in 
reaching the truce between the 
“regular” organization and Van 
Nuys, received the convention's in- 
dorsement for the 1940 presidential 
nomination. 
<The fonvention platform said; 
“With him (McNutt) as the nom- 
inee for President of the United 
States our party can proceed with 
full consciousness that every prom- 
ise will be kept, that each plat- 
form declaration will be respected, 
and that the best interests of the 
people will be conserved and ad- 
vanced.” 

The platform said McNutt “is at 
the full strength of mature man- 
hood, is unusually gifted with a 
sense of statesmanship, is qualified 
with proven administrative experi- 
ence in state, national and interna- 
tional affairs, and is possessed of 
unimpeachable character.”

FLEET GATHERS-FOR REVIEW | 
BY PRESIDENT ON WEST COAST 


51 Ships at Golden Gate; Launch 
Placed on Houston for Koose- 
velt’s Use, 

By the Associated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 12— 
Fifty-one American naval ships will 
enter the Golden Gate today to join 
warships already in San Francisco 
Bay in preparation for a review by 
President Roosevelt. The Presi- 
dent, on his way through Colorado 
today on his way westward, is due 
here Thursday. 


Anchored in the bay already were 
several naval craft, including the 
flagship Pennsylvania, and the 
cruiser Houston. From the Hous- 
ton, the President will review the 
fleet. Next Saturday he will board 
the Houston again at San Diego for 
a cruise to Panama. 

Although the cruiser Houston a- 
ready was painted and scrubbed 
and polished until it seemed noth- 
ing more could be found to do, 
the crew worked to make the ship 
gleam even more brightly. With 
polishing cloths, the men toiled 
over the new 40-foot presidential 
launch, constructed during the last 
several weeks at the Mare Island 
Navy Yard, and swung on the aft 
deck of the cruiser between padded 
bumpers. They adjusted and re-ad- 
justed the crane that lifts the 
launch and swings it over the rail. 

The cruiser itself underwent ex- 
tensive alterations at Mare Island. 
Officers’ quarters were remodeled 
to suit the needs of the President 
and his party, and escalators were 
installed in steep companionways.

Spike Island Passes Into Hands of 
De Valera’s Men According 
to Agreement.

SPIKE ISLAND, Cork Harbor, 
Ireland, July 12.—Prime Minister 
Eamon de Valera hoisted the green, 
white and gold banner of Ireland 
over Fort Spike Island today. 

British troops turned over posses- 
sion of the fort to Irish soldiers, 
marking completion of a part of the 
English-Irish finance, trade and 
defense agreement of April 25 
which brought to an end centuries 
of differences between the two 
countries. 

Irish soldiers also occupied Cork 
Harbor forts heretofore garrisoned 
by British troops. Carlisle and 
Camden forts were first to change 
hands. Formalities were lacking.

Those not subject to Withdrawal 
under the plan include persons “ac- 
tually serving in a medical, sani- 
tary or similar units” attached to 
organizations of international char- 
acter. 

The volunteers evacuated would 
be disembarked at London, Ham- 
burg, Lisbon, Marseilles and Genoa 
for distribution to their homelands.

When we recall what went on from 1933 through 
1937, this increase in the list is not surprising. Ex- 
isting agencies grew by leaps and bounds and new 
ones sprang up. Farleyism had its day—a big day 
because of the new opportunities.

WHEN POPULATION GROWTH CEASES. 

A long-range look into America’s future is given 
by the National Resources Committee’s report on the 
nation’s population. It makes the prediction that 
a peak of about 158,000,000 inhabitants will be 
reached within the next half-century, to be followed 
by a slow decrease. This is in agreement with other 
recent statistical studies, though widely at variance 
with the traditional picture painted in the country’s 
boom days of steady population growth for perhaps 
centuries to come. 

The committee sees no cause for alarm in the im- 
pending cessation of population growth, but it does 
point out the need for adaptation to the new con- 
ditions. As an instance, take the development of 
American industry, which has Jong been based upon 
a constantly expanding market as the population in- 
creased. It is obvious, however, that a stationary 
or shrinking body of consumers will be able to sup- 
port the existing tempo of business only if/mass buy- 
ing power is increased. It is thereforé incumbent 
upon commercial interests, for the sake of their 
own future welfare, to support every reasonable 
effort for bringing about such increases. * 

The committee makes anotlier point of significance 
in the same connection. In regions of the lowest 
living standards, it finds, 77 per cent more children 
than were necessary to replace their parents were 
living in 1930, while in regions of the highest stand- 
ards, there was an average deficit of 17 per cent in 
the reproduction rate. Lower living standards mean 
lower levels of health, education and general ef- 
ficiency, yet children with such unfavorable endow- 
ments are on the increase. It is a situation de- 
scribed by Dr. Louis I. Dublin in a study two years 
ago as leading to “qualitative deterioration.” 

More equitable distribution of income is the solu- 
tion for this social problem as well as the economic 
problem previously mentioned. If heads of families 
are assured of sufficient incomes to give their chil- 
dren a fair start, the quality of the national fabric 
need not be impaired by the evolution now in prog- 
ress. 

Many adjustments in various aspects of the na- 
tion’s economic and social structure will be neces- 
sary to cope with the changes, but their basis is by 
no means a mysterious one. To rid our nation of 
the paradox of want in the midst of plenty, to pre- 
pare for the day when the prosperity brought by con-

Body Found in Inn.

SAN RAFAEL, Cal. July 12.— 

Dr. ‘Joseph M. Swindt, missing 
from his Southern California home 
for more than a week, was found 
dead yesterday in an inn at Olema, 
on the Marin County coast, 500 
miles from his home at Chino. Cor- 
oner J. Ray Keaton said Dr. Swindt 
had been dead three days, of self- 
administered poison. 
Dr. Swindt left a 3000-word letter 
As released by the Coroner, it said: 
“This is no rash act done on the 
spur of the moment, but a cool, col- 
lected deed resulting from months 
of thought.” . 

On a separate sheet of paper he 
left a list of 20 names, headed by 
those of his widow, Janette, and 
two young sons, whom he directed 
to read his thesis on death. 

“All those who argue against sui- 
cide,” wrote Dr. Swindt, 
continuing the practice of mayhem

Almost every 
one of the several large hotels has 
its private bathing pool and the 
pleasure-seeking multitude finds, 
too, the usual range of sports and 
entertainment to make joyous their 
hours in the colorful city.

original Palace of Cortez 
faces the small Alameda, park, 


near the center of town. It is a wy 


long, rectangular, severe building, 
built of hand-hewn stone with a tall, 
round turret at the northwest cor- 
ner. This building is particularly 
noted for the frescoes along the 
upper corridor painted by Diego 
Rivera and presented to Cuerna- 
vaca by the late Dwight Morrow. 

In the corridor along which are 
the Rivera paintings the view over 
the housetaps, across the green 
fields and to the volcanoes 50 miles 
away is literally breathtaking in its 
grandeur. There is no vista in the 
Swiss Alps or in the Tyrol that can 
remotgly approach it in magnifi- 
cence or sheer beauty. 

The ancient Cathedral of San 
Francisco ts a favorite with vis- 
itors because of its impressive size 
and its quiet, flowered walks in the 
gardens. This old house of wor- 


ship is not as ornamentally eftu- 


gent as are some of the cathedrals 
in Mexico, but it is a venerable old 
place of worship and in it mass 
was being held almost a century be- 
fore the Pilgrims landed at Plym- 
outh Rock. It was founded June 2. 
1529, and for generations was the 
most important religious center in 
America. Although some of the 
churches in Mexico contain more 
gold and marble none are more im- 
pressive from the outside nor have 
any dozen of them combined as 
much by way of historical associa- 
tions. This is one of the few 
churches at which Cortez wor- 
shipped in person. 

The interior of the building con- 
tains the same type of sundried 
brick as is used in the Coliseum 
at Rome, and is also found in many 
old ruins throughout India, China 
and Persia. The ancient timbers 
are hand-hewn throughout and held 
in place by square-headed iron 


spikes, hammered out by hand. 


Some authorities claim these beams 
were originally in the Spanish gal- 
leons which transported the Fran- 
ciscan friars to the New World, and 
were brought overland on the backs 


used by the Empress Carlota and 
her piano is retained in the same 
condition it was during her life. 

There are many archeological 
remains in and around Cuernavaca 
and these attest the ancient civili- 
zation which once centered here. 
The pyramid of Teopanzalco, until 
1910 thought to be a natural earth- 
en mound, is northwest of the rail- 
way station. Obsidian knives, 
spearheads, and other Indian arti- 
facts can at.times be kicked up in 
the loose dirt near this old place 
of pagan worship. Across the Span- 
ish bridge, in a field beyond the 
market place, is a huge rock bear- 
ing carved hieroglyphics commem- 
orating a victory of the Aztecs over 
Indian foes. 

The tourist life of Cuernavaca 
centers around the Plaza and the 
adjacent hotels Marik and Bella 
Vista. The scenes on holiday and 
eek-ends here is extremely color- 
ful. There is a conglomeration of 
sophisticated tourists, venders of 
kniek-knacks, beautifully dressed 
women from e capital, visiting 
diplomats, white-clad Indian peons, 
native shine boys, strolling musi- 
cians and ragged beggars which 


combine to form a bizarre pano- 


rama.

Dear Mrs. Post: Is the § super- 
scription John Smith, Esq.,” good 
form to use in business correspond- 
ence, or is its use always restricted 
to the social letter? 


Answer: “Esq.” would be used 
only in professional or semi-social 
situations. A lawyer would per- 
haps address a client. “John Smith, 
Esq.,” or the client might write 
this way to his lawyer, or a pub- 
lisher to an author or the author 
to the head of a publishing firm. 
Or one might write a personal let- 
ter and send it to a man’s business 
address, but the title “Esq.” is not 
generally suitable for business let- 
ters in America. In fact, even so- 
cially the use of “Esq.” is confined 
to a comparatively few cosmopoli- 
tan groups. People who have lived 
much abroad use it much more 
than Americans who have lived al- 
most entirely in their own country.

When Universal City opened on 
March 15, 1915, the town was still 
almost the same as when Kit Car- 
son raked up its dust with a pony's 
flying feet. Nevertheless, as an 
opening gun for all the extraor- 
dinary publicity about Hollywood 
that was to follow, a press agent 
created the broad fantasy that the 
Pacific fleet would steam up the 
Los Angeles river ahd fire a salute 
outside the newly opened studio. 
This was printed, despite the fact 
that there was not enough water 
in the river to float a frog. Edi- 
tors are not so trusting nowadays, 
or press agents so rash.

perficial survey, to have originated 
with some swing-mad individuals 
known as “cats.” “Cats,” we take 
it, are the members of a swing 
band. They engage in “jam ses- 
sions” (which means every man for 
himself, unless you’re a swing con- 
vert—then it means music), they 
“lick their whiskers” (which ac- 
counts for the expression “licorice 
stick,” i. e. clarinet). They “cut 
capers,” they’re “on the jive,” they 
“stomp it out,” “send it way out 
wide.” And they're not “dot men.” 


ATS are also known as “send- 
ers” and “rug cutters.” A cat, 
sender, or rug cutter (choose 
your own form of slander) is not 
a “paper man” (he doesn’t play by 
note). He plays a “go-instrument” 
in preference to a “straight” one. 
(They call it—woe is me— riding a 
go-toy”—). A cat may choose as 
his go-toy a “grunt horn (tuba), he 
may slap a “doghouse” (bass fid- 
dle), he may be a “suitcase man on 
the skins” (drummer). He prob- 
ably won't play a “groan box” ac- 
cordion), because most groan boxes 
are deemed corny, as are fiddles. 

The “jitter bugs” also known as 
alligators or “gates” are admirers 
of. swing. More than that, they 
understand it. In that respect we 
must confess we are not an auth- 
entic bug. However, never let it 
be said that we do not appreciate 
an orchestra that escapes being 
“corny” or “off the cob.” Being 
“corny” to a swing man means the 
same as being “trite” to a literary 
lion, or “using bromides” to a news- 
paper man. It's old stuff. It's 
used by the long underwear gang.” 
It is, in a word, “icky.” 

Both jitter bugs and cats have 
plenty of “jive” (we believe that 
means umph). Occasionally a “hot 
man” (swing musician) may say 
he’s “beat” which seems to mean 
that he can’t make his “go-toy” 
growl. (This gets more and more 
involved.) But usually when the 
jitter bugs twitch the cats know 
they’re in the groove and they ride 
on down. This, translated, means 
they continue to swing. 

We hope, by now, you're not start- 
ing to foam at the mouth, or give 
vent to pessimistic observations 
o the eventual outcome of our 
native tongue. You may have 
thought, as we once did, that one 
of the better things about living 
in the Twentieth Century was the 
fact that one could go almost any- 
where and still understand and be

“To give” is al- 
most too simple to require defini- 
tion; it merely means to swing out, 
to “send.” 

Other expressions that you may 
run across should you visit a bona 
fide jam session are: Satchel mouth, 
killer diller, grooving a wax, swin- 
geroos, moaning low, cut it fine, 
hot licks, and wacky. But why go 
on? . | 

One of the things that keeps us 
awake at nights is the thought that 
a giant volcano might erupt and 
cover this world of ours for all 
times.
